THE MAIL 
GETS THROUGH 



The mail is delivered to your house by the 
post man. Or perhaps you coll him the letter 
carrier. When he brings you good news, you 
smite. When you get too many bills in your mail 
box, you probably scowl. The letter corrier 
generally has few dongers to face in his daily 
route. He has to be careful when he crosses the 
street. A coreless auto driver may skip a red 
light. But his greatest danger consists of un- 
friendly dogs. They want to take a bite out of 
htm. 

Turn back the clocks of time for almost a 
century and you witi find yourself in the days 
of the Pony Express. Rain or shine, night or day, 
Indians or no Indians, the pony rider was able 
to put the mails through. For more than six 
months, from April 3,1860 to October 24, 1860, 
the pony riders kept the fast mall service in 
operation between St. Joseph and Sacromento.- 
It only ended on the latter dote when the trans- 
continental telegraph line was completed by 
the linking of the wires at Salt Lake City, Utah, 

There has been much discussion as to who 
rode the first horse out of St. Joseph at the 
opening of the Pony Express. Many claimed 
the rider was John Frey. Buf as the years went 
by, the discusf'tns became very heated over 
the topic. Unfortunately, there were no accurate 
records kept as to who really "mounfed that 
horse and went West with the precious letters. 

J. H. Keetley was one of the early Pony Ex- 
press Riders, and in 1907, Mr. Huston Wyeth 
one of Missouri's leading citizens wrote a letter 
to Keetiy and asked who made the first ride. 
What you ore now going to read is the answer 
to that lefter. 

Salt Lake City, 
Utah, 

August 21, 1907 

Mr. Huston Wyeth, ^ 
St. Joseph, Mo. 

Dear Sit; 

Your* of th« 17th inst. received, and in reply 



will say that Alex Carlyle was the first mon to 
ride the Pony Express out of St. Joe. He was a 
nephew of the superintendent of the stage 
line to Denver, called the "Pike's Peak Express." 
The Superintendent's name was Ben Ficklond. 
Carlyle was consumptive and could not stand 
the hardships, and retired ofter obout two 
months trial, and died within about six months 
ofter retiring. John Frye was the second rider, 
and I was the third, and Gus Cliff was the 
fourth. 

! made the longest ride without a stop, only 
to change horses. It was said to be 300 miles, 
and was done a few minutes inside of twerrty- 
four hours. I do not vouch for the distance 
being correct as I only have it from the division 
superintendent, A. E. Lewis. He said that the 
distance given was taken by his English road'^ 
ometer which was' attached to the front v/hetfl 
of his baggy with which he used to travel over 
his division which was from St. Joe to Fort 
Kearney. 

The ride was made from Big Sandy to Ell- 
wood, opposite St, Joe, carrying the eastgoing 
moil, and returning with the westbound moil 
to Seneca without a stop, not taking- time to 
eat but eating my lunch as 1 rode. No one else 
came within sixty miles of equaling this ride 
and their time was much slower. 

The Pony Express, if I remember correctly, 
started at 4 o'clock p.m., April 16, 1860, with 
Alex Carlyle riding a nice brown mare. And the 
people came near taking all the hair out of the 
poor beast's tail as spuvenirs. His ride was to 
Guittard's, 125 miles from St. Joe. He rode this 
once a week. The mail started as a weekly 
cielivery, and then was increased to semi-week- 
ly inside of two months. 

The horses, or relays, were supposed to be 
placed only ten miles apart, and traveled a 
little faster than ten miles per hour so as to 
allow time to change. But this could not alwoys 
be done as it was difficult then in the early 
settlement of the country to find places where 



one could get feed and shelter iot man and 
beast. And sometimes horses had to go twenty- 
five to thirty miles. But in such cases there were 
more horses placed at such stations to do the 
work. They did not go as often as the horses 
on the shorter runs. 

At the start the men rode from 100 to 125 
miles, but after the semi-weekly; when it start- 
ed, they rode about 75 or 80 miles. My ride 
and those of the other boys out of St. Joe was 
125 miles to Guitford's. But later we only rode 
to Seneca, eighty miles. The first pony started 
from the one-story brick express office on the 
east side of Third Street between Felix and 
Edmond streets. But the office was afterwards 
moved to the Patee House. 

At 7 o'clock a.m., we were ordered from the 
stables two blocks east, of the Patee House by 
the firing of a cannon in front of the Patee 
House. This was the signal for the ferry boat 
to come from Ellwood and to tie in waiting at 
the landing until our arrival. 

We rode to the office and put on the mail 
which consisted of four small leather sacks, six 
by twelve inches, fastened on to a square 
macheir which was put over the soddlc. The 
seeks were locked with little brass locks much 
like one sees today on dog collars. And the 
sacks were sewed to the macheir, one tn front 
and one behind each leg of the rider. 

When the mail wos put on, and the rider 
mounted on his race horse, which was always 
used out of St. Joe to the, Troy Station, nine 
miles from Ellwood, he bounded out of the 
office door. And down the hill at full speed 
when the cannon was fired again to let the 
boat know that the pony hod started. It was 
then that all St. Joe, great and small, were on 
the sidewalks to see the pony go by. Particular- 
ly so on the route that they knew the pony was 
sure to take. We always rode out of town with 
stiver mounted trappings decorating both man 
and horse. And regular uniforms with plated 
horn, pistol, scabbard, and belt and goy flower- 
worked leggings and plated jingly spurs re- 
sembling for all the world, a fantastic circus 
rider. 

This was all changed, however, as soon as 
we got on to .the boat. We -had a room in 
which to change and to leave the trappings 
until our return. If we returned in the night, a 
skiff or yawls was always ready and a man 
was there to row us across the river. And to 
put' the horse in a little stable on the bank 
opposite St. Joe. 

Each rider had a key to the stable. The next 
day we would go to the boat, cross the river, 
bring our regular horse and trappings across 
to St, Joe side. We stayed in St. Joe about 
thre« days and in Seneca about the same 
length of time. But this depended pretty much 
on the time that we received the mail from 



the West. 

The Pony Express was never started with a 
view to making if a paying investment. It was 
a put-up job to change the then Overland moil 
route which .was running through Arizona on 
the southern route, to run by way of 
Denver and Salt Lake City, y/here Ben Holioday 
had a stgge running tri-weekly to Denver and 
weekly to Salt Lake. The object of the Pony 
Express was to show the authorities at Wash- 
ington that the shortest route to Sacramento 
was by way of Denver and Salt Lake. 

I will add that the letters were all wrapped 
in oil silk to keep the mail dry in c^se the pony 
had to swim. And *he regular charge was $5.00 
a half ounce. 

Yours truly, 
J. H. Keetley. 

Of course there were many dangers that 
had to be faced by these fearless men who 
carried the mail. Short items in the newspapers 
of the 1860's would tell the story, such as: 
"The pony expressman has just returned from 
Cold Springs driven back by the Indians." Or, 
"The men at Dry Creek hove nil been killed 
and it is thought the Robert's Creek Station 
hos been destroyed. Eight animals were stolen 
from Cold Springs Monday." 

One vivid description of a pony rider in 
action comes to us from a young man who was 
ridjng the Overland Stage from Missouri to 
Nevada. "The pony rider was usually a little 
bit of a man, brimful of spirit and endurance. 
No matter what time of night or day his watch 
come on, and no matter whether it was winter 
or summer, raining, snowing, hailing or sleerting. 
Or whether his 'beat' was a level, straight 
road or a 'crazy trail over mountain crags and 
precipices. Or whether it led through peaceful 
regions or regions that swarmed with hostile 
Indians. He must always be ready to leap into 
the saddle and be off like the windl 

There was no idling time for a pony rider 
on duty. He rode fifty miles. He rode a splendid 
horse that wos born for a racer and fed and 
lodged like a gentleman. Kept him at his utmost 
speed for ten miles and then he come crashing 
up to the station where stood two men holding 
a fast, impatient steed. The transfer of rider 
and mail bog was mode in the twinkling of 
an eye. And away flew the eager pair and 
were out of sight before the spectator could 
get hardly a ghost of a look." 

But so long as the memory of the Old West 
lives, there will always be the resounding hoofs 
of the fast horse pounding across the plains. 
In back are mounted Indians. But the pony 
express rider is pushing his faithful steed to the 
utmost. And the mails will get throMghl
